2.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  ABBA. 

Laboratory  Arrangements.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out 
by  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public 
health  laboratories  at  Preston,  These  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  A 
report  on  arery  examination  is  made  to  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Ambulance  Arrangements.  Ambulance  service  in  the  district  is  provided 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  Vehicles  are  stationed  at  Billinge 
Ambulance  Station,  and  highly  satisfactory  service  is  being  provided. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  and  1981.  Ho  action  under  Section  47  of 
these  Acts  was  taken  during  the  year  1961  by  the  Authority. 

3.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


Water  Supply.  The  Statutory  Water  Undertaker  is  now  the  Makerfield  Water 

Board,  which  on  the  2nd  October,  1961,  assumed  responsibility  for  providing 
the  district  with  a  sufficient  and  wholesome  supply  of  water. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  two  deep  wells  in  the  district, 
situated  at  Roby  Mill  and  Tontine. 
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12  samples  of  water  from  supply  where  treatment  is  installed,  were 
sent  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  and  tie  results 
proved  that  all  were  satisfactory.  Also  4  samples  of  water  were  sent 
for  chemical  analysis  -  all  satisfactory. 

Regular  chlorination  of  the  water  supply  is  carried  out, 

2,526  houses  in  the  district  have  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  the 
main,  and  6  houses  obtain  their  supply  from  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  are,  at  the  present  time,  six  small 
sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district  situated  at  Roby  Mill,  Crawford, 
Digmoor,  Tawd  Bridge,  Holland  Moor  and  Dams  Head.  Owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  new  property  that  has  been  completed,  and  to  be  constructed 
within  the  next  two  to  three  years,  this  added  burden  has  had  a  tendency 
to  overload  the  existing  sewerage  disposal  facilities,  and  in  consequence, 
the  whole  of  the  sewerage  disposal  system  throughout  the  district  is 
being  reviewed  with  a  view  to  reconstructing  the  Dams  Head  Works,  and 
providing  temporary  facilities  at  Tawd  Bridge  until  the  new  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  Hew  Town  is  constructed  at  Cobbs  Brow  Wood, 


The  Chequer  Lane  sewerage  scheme  is  being  prepared,  together  with 
one  for  the  Appley  Bridge  area,  and  attention  is  to  be  given  to  a 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  Pimbo  Lane  area.

Ho  such  payments 
were  made  in  1961. 

Public  Cleansing.  Street  scavenging  and  removal  of  house  refuse  are 

carried  out  by  the  local  authority. 

Privy  middens  and  ashbins  are  emptied  regularly  and  the  Council’s 
own  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  engaged  in  the  removal  of  refuse  to 
controlled  tips.

Shops  and  Offices.  Ho  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year 

under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  195^?  or  ^Le  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


Camping  Sites.  There  are  none  in  the  district. 
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Clean  Air  Act,  1956*  Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  with  the  owners 
of  the  Ravenhead  Brick  Co.  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956.  There  appears  to  he  little  or  no  complaint  from  the  Pimho 
Lane  Brickworks  area  since  the  new  oil  fired  burners  to  the  kilns  were 
installed.  Also  considerable  improvement  has  been  noted  in  the  Grove 
Laundry,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  a  complete  eradication  of  the  nuisance 
from  this  industry  within  the  near  future. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  There  are  none  in  the  district. 

Disinfestation  of  Verminous  Premises.  Two  houses  were  found  to  be 
infested  during  the  7/ear  and  these  we  re  disinfested  by  fumigation  with 
Sulphur  and  insecticide  spray. 

Insecticides  are  distributed  free  where  considered  necessary  by  the 
Local  Authority.
